S men by nature are dcft- 
rous of nouelty, ſo by paſ. 
ſton or affetion they ci- 
ther crofle or cntertaine 
the ſame: and- if cuer this 
were verified, it 15now at 
this inſtant betweene the 
Emperours greatnes, and 
Bethelem Gabors intrufion 
into Hungary : For ſome arc 
yet ſo tranſported with conceit, or opinion of the 
Emperours preuailings againſt all the proteſtant 
Countries in Germany , that they will notallow 
more thenarumour, and fome fuming reports of 
ſach an Enemies proceedings,as the prince of Traz- 
fulnania,and Aatly deny the ſucceſle of fuch attemprs, 
as haue beene formerly divulged. Others, who 
ſeeme to vnderſtand the buſinefle,and are appreten- 
five of the danger, not onely threatning all Germa- 
nie, but already beginning like a fire ina new reaped 
field to conſume , whatſocuer is combuſtible betore 


it: doenot deny his deſcent into Hargary, & letting 
A 2 his

his Armies on worke of divers Nations : but will. 
haue him ſo oppoſed, and counterchecked, that hee 
hath beene compelled to a ceſſation of Armes, and 
ſecuring himſelfe in good Gariſons, Others ſup. 
poſe, that there hath beene a kinde of forbearing by 
compoſition, as if Ceſar receiuing money out of 1t4- 
ly, had made that an inſtrument of pacification: fo 
thar 200000, Florins was worth the accepting, and 
the Tranſtluanians were willing to deſiſt from far. 
ther enterpriſes: others are contented to fay,thatrhe 
Emperour preuailed with him by an cmbacic as if 
he being a Chriſtian, was willing to obſerue the fe. 
ftiuall, which was then approaching, and fo forthe 
celebration of Chriſts Natiyity,he condiſcended ta 
a truce: and others ſay plaincly , that Winter ap- 
proaching, they were compelled to yeeld to the 
time, and ſo repoſed themſelues in good Townes, 
which was farre better then lying in the cold fields, 

In this manner at this houre is the buſinefle vari- 
ated cuen in England it ſelfe berweene. the Empe- 
rour and Bethelezz Gabor, and although men doe 
read both letters and credit, and peruſe the very 
printed Dutch Corantoes, yet doe they either dif- 
eſtecme them, as vntrurhs,or deny them as:partiall : 
notwithſtanding all this, becauſe there are ciuill 
men to be ſatisfied, and vndcerſtanding ſpirits to be 
tempered with honeſt and moderate relations, as 
farreas report is 1uftifiable in other places,I will not 
be diſheartened, but continue my accuſtomed man- 
ner of cquinng you with the occurrences of 
forraine parts, only I am ſorry (and muſt giuc it to 
you asa caution, not to take it ill) that you amt

Thus for theſe two whole yeares haue they nei- 
ther heard of an enemy to any purpoſe,nor wanted 
ſpeciall friends to ſupport and aflift them z fo tha: 
the King of Poland: the great Duke of Saxozy, the. 
Archdukes Leopaldys and Charles of his owne Fami- 
ly, the Marqueſle of Dermsſtrar. with diuers others, 
haue in their ſeuerall quarters -muſired men, and 
kept the country in awe, andall for the Emperour, 
who grew-ſo-potent and mighty, that the Pope 
himſelfe was ſaid to fuſpeCt his greatnefle, and all 
 ttalywas afraid of the alteration. 
Notwithſtanding theſe-great cauſes of exultati- 
on, andfaire Sunſhine of proſperity, ſince Micha- 
elmaſſe laft, as you hane heard: certaine -clowdes.of 
diſturbance haue thickned, and the warres tailed by 
an valookt forenemy,haue rained downe ſeuerall- 
ſhowresto allay the heatot - this torrent, and the 
Prince of Tra»fi/aaniahath in a' manner darkned 
the former Sunne, that it hath not now. che force 
and vigour.it made ſhew- of: yea, the clowdes haue 
beene driuen with that ſuddenneſſe8 violence, that 
the Emperour hath bin driuen to ſhelter himſelfe in 
his beſt Cities, and had cauſe of ſuſpition euen of 
his beft friends,amongſt whom eſteeming the Pape 
as principal], he ſent the Prince: Saxe/{z nor anly to 
acquaint tris holines withBerhe/ezz Gabors incurſions, 
but by way of imerceſſhon, deſiring his fauour both |

for men, and money : whereupon the Pope thus 
proceededborh generally and pacticularly. Gene- 
rally;he:granted-certaine Indu]gences toall ſuch as 
would aquenttretheir perſons in the Emperours 
ſcruice, orinfteadof going, disburfſe ſo much 
money: particularly he raiſed out of Prbize 15000. 
crownes, and 2900, horſe and foot, out of Ferrare 
as much, out of St. Peters Patrimony more, and 
where he had not abſoluteauthority, he ' ved the 
wo maſtring corbes of all vnrulineſſe, Pardons, 
and Fy!minations, wherebyhe ſent the Emperour 
great ſumms of money, and ſufficient forces,which 
much aduanced his cauſe. 

, Concerning other newes from Rome, itmay be 
centracted to theſe heads: thataTurkifh Carmiſan 
_ was brought to C:nitaVecchia, and towed vp theRi- 
uerof Tzber asfarrcas it could , forthe ftrangenefle 
of the aducnture , which was this. It was going 
from Giprus to Alexandria,and had in her ſome 9. or 
10. Chriſtianſlaues ; who were fauourcd with their 
liberty by way of affifting the Mariners, much toy- 
led inaftorme, inſo much that being ouer-wearied, 
by that-time it came to be acalme, the Turkes fell a 
ſleepe,andlefta Chriftianortwo at the helme,vpon 
which aduantage , according to a former conſpira- 
cie,the other Slaues moſt deſperatly fell vpon them, 
and flew 27. as they lay difpierced onthe Hatches, 
the reftawaking were not onl y amazed at the Stra- 
tagem,but threatned by ſome, that tooke poſſethon 
of thepowder to ſet them all and theſhip on fire, 
but if they would be quiet, their lines ſhould be 1a- 


ued, and their owne proper goods reſtored: where- 
upon

upon thus terrified, beſides rheir former amaze. 
ments they made in vertue of neceſſity, and-ſo -rhe 
ſhip was brought into 74/y ro the enriching the 
Popes Exchequer, and redeeming themſelnes. 

Other Letters certifie thus much, that the Prince 
Phibert refident at Meſsia hath diſmiſt all the Gal- 
ties ſerting in the Catholike Armado, to? winter 
ehcemfclues inthe ſcuerali Harbours and Ports,from 
whenee they came. Tharthe letters from Spainc 
aduertiſeth his Holineſle oi the great ioy, which 
the King receiucd for the birth'of a new Enfanta 
(the newes whereof cauſed certaine Triuumphs -in 
Rome) now King Philip was fo takenwith her louc, 
that he inſtated her in the goucrnment, as farre as 
the beſtowing of Offices, placing of Councellours, 
and granting of Pardons to MalcfaQors;as he ftor- 
merly had done to the Prince of wales. 

But in oneletter there is this pafſage, that the 
King of S$pazxe hath raiſed: vp two Pillers of Mar- 
ble, one in Madrid, and another ar: the place where 
he tooke his leaue of the Prince, whereon is in- 
ſculped the journey of the Prince of wales.co ho- 
nour his Maieftic inSpazzc, and the occaſion with- 
all the circumſtances of that Royall Infiru- 
ment. 

The laft Letters ſay plainely, that the Prouinces 
depending vpon the King of Spaires Monarchy 
hauc conſented ro the- paiment of 7o millions in 
fixc yeares, ſo arethey pleaſed with his Maicftic :ſo 
are they takenwith the good diſpoſition. of his

F*He Emperour perceiving Winter 'to ap. 
 } proach, and many defects inhis Army, which 
 drauethemto firange inconueniences, ſenta 
Meſſenger to Bethelems Gabor for a ceſſation of 
Armes for a time, ora Truce for three moneths,yea 
as the Letters haueit, rather then he would be dif. 
appointed, heoffered him certaine ſurnmes of mo. 
ney, which accepted,it was preſently reported, that 
they were retired accordingly : notwithſtanding 
the moſipart of them ſer vpon the Imperia!l Ar- 
my at Gerrzzg, and quite ſpoyled and forraged the 
countrie, yea fubictted in a manner allthe Afarque- 
fate of Marauia, ſwearing the Inhabitants to the 
obedience of the King of Bohemza, from thence they - 
proceeded toweftrics, where they flue. 66. perſons, 
and draue away all their cattell: But cheworſof all 
was, that for all this rumour of a Truce, the Letters 
came with poſt vpen peſt, that the old Count 
Thorne was comming forward apace with 12000. 
Turkes and Hungarians to inuade the Kingdome of 
Bohemis in the behalfe of Prince Palatine, to which 
purpoſethe Inhabitants of the lower Saxony had 
promiſed their aſſiſtance. == 
pa eas ques "B Ere 
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" Ere this newes was ouerblowne, there came 
freſher, thatthe Tranſiluaniats had ſurpriſed © cer. 
tainc companies of Crabats, or Inhabitants of Cro- 
atia, who cameo ſerne the Emperour,” and preſu- 
ming on a Truce were careleflc in their quarters, 
and fo were ſct vpon as they were feaſting and ma. 
king merry. To which was added, ._ that the Arch- 
duke Charles with fixe or ſcauen followers poſted 
priuately, and diſguiſed to Prague to appeaſe cer. 
raine Mutinies, and fo determined to viſit News, 
that certaine Commiſhoners were appointed in 
ſeucrall Prouinces to take account of the men, cat- 
tell, prouiſion, armes, munition, and if ir were 
poſſible, the very bchauiour of the people. 
That Bethelery Gabor hatin giuen his word to the 
Palatine of Hyxgaryto goc and come in ſafely to the 
appointed day of meeting, whether the Prince will 
come in perſonas claiming the Crowne of Hungary. 

That the Emperour with the Archduke Levpal- 
- aus, and the Prince his Sonne went to (leſtenboury, 

to celebrate rhe Feaſt of St, Leopalde. 

That the Hungarian meeting was appointed at 
Tyrn, whether came the Lord Pograni about a 
Truce, which was ina manner conſented vnto after 
pittifull relation, that firſt and laſt there had beene 
{Jaine and miſcaried 15000. Inhabitants in their ſe- 
uerall countries, beſides the ſouldiers in the Ar- 
mies. Bur the report of 8000. Coflacks newly a- 
rived in Seſis much portrafted the bufinefle, fo 
that the newes of a Ceſſation of armes is yet 
Vncertaine. IE

Other Letters from Y:exa talke of the valluation 
of coyne, which is raiſed of purpoſe to pay the 
 ſouldiers. Andthat the Archduke Charles ſhould 
haue the oucrſeeing of the ſcucrall Mints in the 
Empire. That the Count Y7ati/laus of Fruſtenbreg 
was inſtauled inthe end of Nouember, Preſident of 
the Imperiall Connſel]. And that the Lord Twrzs 
Palatine of Hungary is returned from Bechelems Gabor 
with conditiens of a Truce till Candlemaſſe: condiions 
wherein it is agreed thar all the Chriftians raken of Truce. 
by Bethel:m Gabor and his Hungarians ſhall be ſer at 
liberty withoutranſome,but ſuchas are in the hands 
of Turkes muſt be ranſfomed. That the Turkes ſhall 
preſently march ouer the weſſenberg, but in their 
marches the Garriſons of Camorrheand Nemheuſall 
ſet vpon their reare and flue divers, which had al- 
moſt hazarded the new begun Truce, and almoſ 
putallagainein anvproare. That the Hungarians 
ſhall likewiſe depart by themſelues. That no man 
vponany aduantage ſhall be called in queſtion for 
his wrath.to the Prince ofTyanſiluania, or King of 
Bohemia.

There are yet Letters of further conſtquence 
fromY7a, certifying thus much, that vponthe 
treatie of a Truce, the Emprefle returned to 
Fiernaand went with fſolemnity to theiChurch 
of our Lady Heztfing, and returned to din- 
ner: in the meane while the Emperour held a Coun« 
ſell in the Pallace of the Lord of Zy gexbergs, whe- 
ther came a poſt of 5//2ſia with tidings, that 4600. 
Siteſtans were come to weſtkerchen in Morantia, and 
toyned with 6000.Coflacks, who were all appoin- 
ted to defend rhe Frontiers, that thefe Regiments 
following -were come inta Bohemia, namely, Sexex 
Auert aniſh, Colatthh Schunburg, Lodrexpe, Holſttin,Far.- 
ftenburg, Kratziſh and Laidenburg, that Monſieur Tilly 
if need required would follow ttiem. Beſides, 
there were two new Regiments raiſed at Pragye vn- 
der the command of the Lord Lejchentes : fo 
that the Emperours forces arc newly muſtred 
25000. ready for Morauts it ſelfe with all manner of 
Pioners, victuall, and munition.

He Letters of Gez2 which come to Yearce,afſure 

* vs, tliat there are two Gallics of Florexce come 
with Silke from $zci//a, andin chem asa paſſenger 
was the Datches of Terra 044 going for Spine, but 
here ſhe ſtayed a while, as expeQing a better con- 
uy to Barcelona, conſidering the Pyrates of Barbary 
were ſo-many, and-ſo well appointed. They alfo 
write, that there cameto Seuz/ a Carauela or Pin« 
nace fromthe Weſt Indies, withaflurance, that the 
Fleet of Terra Ferma was not ready , by reafon the 
Ships had not duerime oflading-at Paracama, the 
Hollanders ſe watched and attended the harbours, 
and (indeede)lay in waite to intercept them in their 
returne irito $4zxe, In orher Letters of Genoa I find, 
BE = B3 that 
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that whereas there-was a Traffique out.of Lenrue- 
dock, and: Pronince with Corne andother prouifion 
into /za/y, the voyage is now ſtopt, by reaſon cer- 
taine Ships of Af obardo, and ſome Pirats of Barbary 
haue builded a Fort neere the land Eres, and. pol 
(e{ed the watring places and harbours, ſo that ne 
ſhipping can paſle(except they be well proutded)to 
any of theſe places,no not to Saraznts, or Corſics,and 
$p4inc it ſelfe is much diftreſſcd by them, 


_ From Prapne the 6. of December. 
Hether the Emperour ſent his brother the 
\ V Archduke Charles to Praga or no, it mat- 
ters not, but after he had beene there, and 
aſlured the Inhabitants , there was a ceſſation of 
Armescencluded ypon betweene Bethelezs Gabor for 
a time, the mutiners and other ſuſpitious perſons 
were much quieted, and ſeemed contented with the 
gouernment, and the Emperours impoſitions : vn- 
till it was reported, how the olde Count Thorne had 
diſclaymed the truce, and was comming forward 
with a ſufficient Army toward the Citic : then was 
allinan vprore againe, and many were ſent to pri- 
ſon for repining at the Emperours aQtions, becauſe 
there was akinde of Chartulary difpicrced, that the 
Emperour meant onely to take aduantage of this 
truce, and then to call them vnco a further account, 
as the Icſuites had ,cuery where threatned to haue 
the Hereticks deſtroyed , and onely the Catholicke 
Religion aduanced:This I fay troubled them much, 
and they gauc out obſtinate ſpeeches, that the Lords 
and States of the Kingdome of Bohemia would ne. 
uer 


nerbe'truly obedientito the Emperour , vntill the 
forme of goiternment was reftored , which was the 
freedomeofeleQing their Kings; and therefore this 
forced obedience was but afſlender bond of continu- 
ance, and could hold no lenger, then the firength of 
the armetharkept them in. | 

When the Imperiall faftion 'vnderſtood this, 
they prepared to intercept Count Thorze, and ſtop 
the paſſages of Sileſia, fo thatvnderſtanding-there 
was ſuccour comming out of Po/axd,they ſent to the 
Army before Sparenberg to make ſome expedition, 
and not to lye fo ftil}, conſidering there was neceſſi- 
ry to vnite themſclues to ſome other of the Empe- 
tours Generalls, whereupon new Trenches were 
made, and neerer approaches, ſo that by caſting ma- 
ny Fire-balls into their Courts of Guard, and bur- 
ning diuers houſes , the Captaine of the Caſtle ſent 
his brother into the Camp about-a compoſition, 
and ſurrender, which wascfteQted accordingly, and 
ſo vpon honourable tearmes, and ſufficientnumbcr 
of Wagons, they marched away,and as was imagi- 
ned wentinto Ploran/ato Teggrndorff: But when the 
Imperials were poſleſled ot the place,they wondred 
at the ſuddaine deliuery, conſidering it was ſtrong, 
and well prouided, and could not chuſe , but ima- 
ginc the Emperour had many well willers inthe 
ſame, who were difftident of Bethelemz Gabors procee- 
'dings, conſidering it he came forward , hee muſt be 
'encloſed in the Emperours Countries , and farre 
from relicfe, whereas the Emperour had all Ewope 
'open before him, and many ſtrong friends both a- 
broad andat hotne ; beſides, the fortunes of his for- 
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mer preuailings had added reputationtothecauſe, 


to raiſe Souldiers, and to keepe the weakerſort.in 
awe. Thjs was the principall matter out of the Ler- 
ters from Pragwe, to which is added, that the women 
for all theſe troubles, continue their accuſtomed 
pompe. of gorgeous apparell, and divers Icwels, 
eſpecially on"the dayes of publique reſort to their 
Churches, which was ſuchan eye ſore to the Soul- 
dicr, that they gaue it out, there could be no wang 
to pay them, confidering there was ſo much weaith 
apparantly ſcene. In this eſtate ſtands Prapue, and as 
weheare, it is not much better in Y7ezza: but in 
plaine tearmes the Emperours fortunes and friends 
with his former preuailings , and preſent keeping 
his Armies on foote, keepe alſo the Inhabitants 
from reuolting,fo that for all he hath had diuers de- 
feats by Bethelem Gabors attempts in ſundry places:

of Oldenburg. That the EleQor of Culex, and the 
Duke of Newburg came out of the Marqueſſe of 
Dermſirats Countrey to Box, where they had beene 
conferring with Bawar/a about the warre and Manſ- 
fields interception, if it were poſſible, That ſome of 
Mounsfielss forces had ſurprized the Countrey of 
Jeaenien in Oldenberg,and quartred themſelues. That 
the Gouernour of Sparexburg formerly mentioned, 
after he had ſurrendred the Caſtle, departed out of 
it with Colours diſplayed, and all other martiall ce. 
remonies , but went no farther then Brexez : his 
name is Moxfiewr Yiri, That Count Aaxsficld had 
apurpoſe to enterpriſe ſomething againſt the Arch- 
biſhops of Brezexs Countrey, lying on the £/be ouer 
againſt the County of Holſteiy, but the King of Den- 
marke and the lower circuit of Saxozy diverted him, 
and ſo hee had leaue of the States to ſend Duke 
Chriſtian Brunſwick , with moſt part of the Army to 
Vintera while in the Bezowa fruitfull Iland , atthe 
corner whereof toward Culey lyeth Schinke- Sconce, 
that vpon the departure of Monſieur Tilly. out of 


Heſſen, the Prince Mauritius came to Hadenburg, and 
therehath repaired ſome ruines, and made new for. 
tifications, That Count Marnsfeeld hath fixtcenc

more vpon Flazders and Brabaxt,zither by the prince 
of Orenge for the States of Holland : or by the King 
of Denmarke, and Count Mansfield in the behalfe of 
the King of Boheria: the reaſon of which ſuſpition 
ariſerh from the preparation at ſea, which is made 
by the King, 2axs5freld,and generally in euery good 
Towne of Holland : whereupon the Marquetle $pz- 
#9/« hath not on]y quartred his forces round about, 
but euerlooked the greater Townes both to fortific 
them, and prevent mutinics, andother miſchiefes 
which may ariſe: For money hath beene wanting, 
and tne Souldiers of the Citadel of Aztrarp hauc
